; ton and Senator Dick to Beverly , made 
! it clear that be desired to keep aloof 
from interfering in the work of this 
convention, he nevertheless as a citi­ 
zen of Ohio, has a right to his personal 
views as to a candidate for governor, 
and it is u nderstood that he did not 
look with keen favor u pon the candida­ 
cies of either Ju dge Brown of Day ton 
or of James R. Garfield. It. has become

He has no factional differences 
with Cox, none with Harding person- ; 
ally nor with Thompson nor with Gar- j 
field. 
In fact, he seems to be free 
from the entangling alliances and dis- \ 
tu rban ces which have ripped Ohio Re- j 
pu bllcansim wide open since W. H. 
Taft as President Roosevelt's secre- : 
tarv of war made that speech at Akron 
\ 
in 1965, which was the foreru nner of 
Roosevelt s attack on Joseph Benton , 
Foraker in 1967.

H ousehold Accessories. 
One of the little things which make 
kitchen work easier is hav ing plenty 
of thick lifters for handling pots and 
kettles. 
Sev eral thicknesses of cloth of 
any kind that may be found in the piece

| the edges may be used, aud if extra 
I precautions against the heat are de­ 
sired a thickness of asbestos paper 
may be Inserted between the 
goods. 
These little conv eniences should be 
| placed directly at hand, where they 
may be snatched up in a hurry at any 
moment in handling hot dishes. 
Not 
only will the bands be sav ed from 
many a scar, but the dish towels will 
be spared both dirt and hard wear by 
the use of these simple holders.

Ca rving Meat. 
To successfully carv e meat one must 
know how to control the knife. When 
carv ing a slice of meat, after the first 
Incision has been made the angle at 
which the knife is held must nev er be 
altered or a jagged slice will be the 
result. 
The cut should be direct, sharp and 
Incisiv e. The sawlike motion should 
not enter into the operation. 
As a Yule the knife should be held 
firmly, but applied lightly, so that too 
much juice will not be squeezed out 
from the meat. By using the point of 
the knife lightly as a wedge and the 
fork as a lev er ev en a big fowl may 
be easily jointed, prov ided the carv er] 
is aware of how the joint Is ex actly 
ttiiuu» Vd and held together.
